« The adoption of a uniform system of buoyage in Indian ports has been under the consideration of the 1 
Government of India for some time past. The Governor Gencral in Council having now obtained the advice 
of the Board of Trade and the Trinity House Corporation, considers that the system proposed by the Super- | 
intendent of Marine Surveys, and described in the Appendix to this Resolution, is suitable generally for Indian © 
waters. In this system differences of form constitute the primary basis of distinction, but differences of 


colour are also utilised.” j 

2. The Governor General in Council has requested that the system may be gradually introduced, as it 
becomes necessary to replace existing buoys, in all ports and their approaches, Bombay harbour and Hooghly 
river excepted.

[Section 2.—Rules for the destruction of Records and Papers.—Rule No. 6 of 
9th Febrnary 1882.J}—The following rules! are laid down for the guidance of the subordinate 
Civil Courts in the destruction of useless records and papers. 

Records of Cases. 

(1) None of the papers in the trial Nuthee shall be destroyed until the periods men- 
tioned below shall have expired. At the end of that time the following papers shall be 
separated and preserved, and the remainder shall be destroyed :—

(8) The periods prescribed above shall be taken to run from the date of the final 
order or decree of the Court of first instance, or, in case of an appeal, from that of the 
decision of the highest Court of appeal. 

(4) in foreclosure proceedings under Regulation XVII of 1806, the final order shall 
be deemed to be made on the expiry of the year of grace. 

(5) In cases under Acts XXXV and XL of 1858, the final order shall be taken to be 
made on the termination of the guardianship in consequenee of tho recovery or death of the 
lunatic, or on the attaining of majority or death of the minor. 

_ (6) The final order in execution of adcerce is to be taken as made when the decrec 
is satisfied in full; or, in executions not proceeded with, when three years have elapsed since 
the last application ; or, if the decreo is not satisfied in full, at the expiry of any of the periods 
mentioned in section 230 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

Note —The word ‘application’ must be hera real iu connection with clause 4, Article 179, Schedule IT, Act XV of 1877. 

(7) In cases under Section 7 of Regulation V of 1799, the date of the receipt of the 
orders of Government for disposing of the property is to be taken to be the final order, 

(8) ‘The Process Records shall be entirely destroyed on the expiry of one year from 
the final order in the suits or cases to which they belong, the year beiug reckoned as provided 
above.' 


1 Case decided ex-parte shall be exeluted from thia rule. In such cases, the Process Nuthee shall be preserved until 
euch time as full satisfaction of the decreo shall have been certified to the Court, or until execution shall have been Lad against 
the defondant. 


(9) If any records of cases under Regulation VII of 1799, or Regulation V of 1812, 
Regulation XLIX of 1793, or of cases tried hy Pundits, Sudder Ameens, or other native 
officials, before the passing of Regulation V of 1831, still exist, they may be at once 
destroyed. 

(10) The records of the Provincial Courts, except the final judgments or decrees aud 
title-deeds, may also be at once destroyed. 

(11) The Record-keeper shall, when putting papers aside for destruction, destroy all 
court-fee stamps affixcd to them, by tearing them across the stamps. 


Nors.—Revord-keep.ts are enjoined, at the moment of separating from the record any papers bearing court-foe or other 
stamps, to mutilate the’stamps in such a manner (oat it shall be impossible to use them aguin. 


(12) The papers reserved for. permanent record shall be marked on the general index 
of each Trial Record. 
(18) When documents produced by the parties or their witnesses are removed from 
‘the Trial. Records as above provided for, they shall be ticd up in parcels with the 
detailed index sheets of documents required by Rule 49, Chapter V ; and a number shall be 
attgched to each parcel, which shall be noted on the general index sheet of the record, to 
. facilitate the finding of these documents if subsequently claimed. 
(14) Notice shall, whenever practicable, be given to the person or persons on whose 
behalf they were brought into Court, requiring him or them to take them back into his or 
their own keeping within six months from the date of the notice; and copies of the notice 
shall be put up in the Courts of the District Judge and Subordinate Judge (or Judges), and 
in the Court in which the suit was tried ; or if such Court have been abolished in such other 
Oourt.or Courts as may be exercising jurisdiction in its place.
